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DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The listing of references in the specification is not a proper information disclosure 
statement. 37 CFR 1.98(b) requires a list of all patents, publications, or other information 
submitted for consideration by the Office, and MPEP § 609 A(l) states, "the list may not be 
incorporated into the specification but must be submitted in a separate paper." Therefore, unless 
the references have been cited by the examiner on form PTO-892, they have not been 
considered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. Claims 4 and 6-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 4, the last line is confusing with respect to the phrase "in the receiving liquid or 

liquid". 

Claims 6-10 are rejected as failing to further limit the structure of the apparatus claim as 
set forth by independent claim 5. Applicant should note that the material worked on by an 
apparatus cannot be considered to either further limit the apparatus or to impart patentable 
weight to an apparatus claim. 

Double Patenting 

3. Applicant is advised that should claim 2 be found allowable, claim 3 will be objected to 
under 37 CFR 1.75 as being a substantial duplicate thereof When two claims in an application 
are duplicates or else are so close in content that they both cover the same thing, despite a slight 
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difference in wording, it is proper after allowing one claim to object to the other as being a 
substantial duplicate of the allowed claim. See MPEP § 706.03(k). 

With respect to the specifics of instant claims 2 and 3, the claims only differ in language 
directed to a desired result. The manipulative steps as recited by the method claims 2 and 3 are 
identical and therefore the claims are considered to have identical scope. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

5. Claims 1-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by Eaton 
(Abstract; Figs. 1-7). 

Applicant should note that with respect to the materials worked on as recited by instant 
claims 8 and 10, i.e., wherein the gas is oxygen, a recitation of the intended use of the claimed 
invention must result in a structural difference between the claimed invention and the prior art in 
order to patentably distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art. If the prior art structure 
is capable of performing the intended use, then it meets the claim. In a claim drawn to a process 
of making, the intended use must result in a manipulative difference as compared to the prior art. 
See In re Casey, 152 USPQ 235 (CCPA 1967) and In re Otto, 136 USPQ 458, 459 (CCPA 
1963).
